Shackelford has been ordered to Howling 
Green with the battalion o( his regiment, 
which has for some time past been at Hender- 
son. This will leave Col. Foster iu command 
at Henderson. At a meeting of a number of 
Union men in Henderson, for the pur- 
pose of expressing their admiration of Col. 
J. M. Shackelford as military commander of 
this post, and their esteem for him as a man, 
called at the office of John Harret, Esq., last 
Monday, Ur. Thomas J. Johnson was called 
to the Chair, and C. M. Pennell appointed 
Secretary. E. D. McBride, C. \V\ Hutchefi, 
John II. Lambert, R. SI. Tunstall, Ira Delano, 
and E. L. Starling were appointed a commit- 
tee to draft resolutions, and presented the fol- 
lowing, which were adopted unanimously:

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Destructive Fire at Cape Gin 
The St. Louis Evening News learns 
Monday evening last the U. S. Ram M. 
and the ferry-boat John Ivers, Jr., were totally 
destroyed by fire at Cape Girardeau. Nothing 
is known as to the origin of the fire. Both 
boats, after burning to the water’s id'e, 
floated down the river and sunk, the 
ram about live mile3 below the Cape, and 
the ferry-boat nearly opposite Commerce. 
The John Ivers, Jr.-, was owned by Charles 
Sloan of Cape Girardeau, anil valued at about 
$4,000. She bad l cen in the employ of Gov- 
ernment for the past two or three 
months, and was at this port a few 
weeks ago with a load of prisoners. 
The U. S. ram Mingo was a powerful stem- 
wheel tug, purchased at Pittsburg last spring 
by the U. S. Government for about $12,000. 
She was heavily ironed, and considered a very 
formidable customer. She arrived at St. Louis 
about a month ago, and after remaining there 
for about two weeks, was ordered to Cape Gir- 
ardeau for the protection of the commerce of 
that vicinity. 

The Rebel Privateer. — The New York 
Post assures all who are interested that the 
Government has taken all necessary and pos- 
sible measures to put a stop to the career of 
-the rebel privateer Alabama. It says it is not 
prudent to state what has been done, as it 
could only help the enemy. It is sufficient to 
know, what we are assured. of on the best au- 
thority, that such measures were taken, and 
such means put in operation, at once, by the 
Navy Department, as will put a speedy stop to 
the career of the new rebel ship. That the 
public knows nothing of whnt has been done, 
shows that the necessary secrecy was well en- 
forced. 

Revenue Stamps. — The following re renue 
stamps are now ready for delivery: 1, 2, 3, 
and 4 cents, proprietary ; 1 and 2 cents, play- 
ingcards; 2 cents, certificate of deposit; 1 cent, 
telegraph; 2 cents, express; 3, 5, and 10 cents, 
foreign exchange; 5, 10, and 30 cents, inland 
exchange; Scents, agreement; 10 cents, con- 
tract; 10 cents, certificate; 25 cents, fire in- 
surance; 25 cents, bank check; 25 cents, pro 
test; 50 cents, original protest; 25 cents, power 
of attorney, 50 cents, conveyances. 

Post office Balances. — Among the enor- 
mous increase of governmental expenditures, 
it is gratifying to find an occasional instance 
of improvement. While secession costs hun- 
dreds of millions in war, it saves something to 
us in postage bills. The expenditures of the 
Postoffice Department for the quarter ending 
July 1st, 1861, were $2,865,839 25, and the re- 
ceipts $1,851,753 8G; while for the correspond- 
ing quarter of the present year the expend! 
tores are $2,899,747 Go, and the receipts $2,- 
193,521 64. The deficit in 1861 for this period 
was, therefore, $1,014,085 91, while in 1862 it 
was $506,126 01 — making a saving for the 
quarter of $507,959 90. 



Financial Matt::us. — A correspondent of 
tie Washington Chronicle, writing from New 
York, gives a very encouraging view of mone- 
tary affairs. He says: “For some weeks past 
the financial machinery of the Government 
has moved forward so smoothly that Govern- 
ment securities, with no one looking specially 
after them, came uear being jostled out of place 
by those actually interested in the, securities 
of the various improvement companies. "Rail- 
road bonds, especially those based on first 
mortgages, lmve run from ten to fifteen per 
cent above par. We do not pretend to say 
that the bonds of many of those roads are above 
their real worth, considering the market price 
of money; but it is beginning to be discovered 
that first mortgage bonds are, after all, only a 
second lien on the improvements they repre- 
sent, and are really second to the neglected 
bonds of the Government. By the tax law, a 
tax of three per cent is imposed on the gross 
receipts of all railroads derived from passen- 
gers, and this amount has to be first paid — 
even before the interest on first mortgage bonds. 
If, then, first mortgage bonds are worth ten to 
fifteen percent above par, why should not the 
six percent loans of the Government which 
come in for so large a share of railroad profits 
before them command equal favor on the mar- 
ket? The realization of this fact is inducing 
many of our heavy capitalists, who count 
closely the sources of the security offered, to 
put their money into the loans of the Govern- 
ment at par, rather than in railroad bonds at 
their present premium. The fact is very ap- 
parent that the market for Government loans 
is gradually Widening. And for the good and 
sufficient reason, with capitalists, that the se- 
curity for payment of interest is seen to be 
much larger than was predicted by the most 
hopeful, and altogether sufficient to enable the 
Secretary to meet the interest in coin, as re- 
quired. 

“Another reason for the improved credit of 
the Government, and one affording the most 
indubitable evidence of the vast resources of 
the country, and the willingness of the people 
to meet any and every financial exigency, is 
the call all over the country for revenue 
stamps, that the taxes may be promptly met. 
And to the credit of the country be it spoken, 
we have nowhere seen or heard the tax im- 
posed complained of. On the contrary, so far 
as assessments have been levied, and collec- 
tions tested, the amount (jkely to be realized 
will much exceed the largest estimates made 
at the time of the passage of the law. Those 
claiming to be most intelligent in such mat- 
ters put the amount down at not less than two 
hundred and fifty millions, and it may be 
much more. 

The revenues from customs within the last 
quarter have also exceeded all calculation. 
The value of import entries at New York for 
the month of September alone was over 
eighteen millions of dollars, and the cash cus- 
toms for the past nine months exceed forty- 
two and a quarter millions of dollars! — nearly 
double the amount of the annual interest on 
the entire debt of the Government. At pres- 
ent the customs are almost wholly in the duti- 
able demand notes; but it is estimated that, by 
January next, these will all have been re- 
deemed, and that the receipts thereafter will 
be almost wholly in specie, thus putting the 
treasury at entire ease as to the payment of in- 
terest in coin. The assurance on this point is 
no mean consideration with the capitalists in 
giving the Government loans increased favor — 
the premium on gold being so much addition 
to the interest realized. 

“The recent semi-official statement from the 
Secretary of the Treasury, reducing the debt 
of the nation, funded and unfunded, to about 
one third of the amount it was charged to he, 
has had most salutary influence in all money 
eutres. The bears, when the statement first 
made its appearance, attempted to ridicule it 
out of the market, but the publication of the 
frank and manly letter of tlie-Secretary on the 
suhjerl, sq plain and unpretending, nnd so free 
from all appearance of having been written for 
effect, that the most incredulous now accord it 
full credence. The whole debt of the Govern- 
ment, instead of two thousand millions of'dol- 
lars, the Secretary very positively states does 
not exceed six hundred and forty millions 
of dollars! And this amount includes the 
entire circulation and every species of notes, 
the amount on deposit in the various sub- 
treasuries, and the seventy or eighty millions 
of debt left by the last Administration. The 
effect of gratifying information of this charac- 
ter — though no sensible man ever believed that 
the debt was two thousand millions— as may 
naturally be supposed, throws something of a 
ninbow tint on Government credit, which is 
telling in the placement of the Five-Twenties 
iu large lines, as well at Philadelphia and Bos- 
ton ns at New York. 

“Our exports are unheard-of large, and must 
create a large balance in Europe to draw 
against. Exchange is probably at its highest. 
At present high rates, imports will very ma- 
terially diminish. Thirty-two per cent differ- 
ence of exchange, off the value of imports, is 
more than is warranted by any increased pri- 
ces ; so that we think there need be no appre- 
lj er . sion of any very large exports of specie.

Important to Hucksters. — The commis- 
sioner of internal revenue has decided that, 
under the net.- tax law, hucksters who buy up 
produce through the country, and sell in town9 
or cities from tl.eir wagons, must take out a 
pedler’s license. If they haul their produce to 
the city or town i.' n d sell thence from stalls or 
tables, they are required to take out a dealer s 
license, providing ti eir sales reach a thousand 
dollars annually. 

USTIii an article urging tbe propriety of 
constructing a railroad from the interior of 
Kentucky to tbe CumbWland Gap, the Lex- 
ington Observer and Reporter says that, 
when the Confederate army took possession 
of Lexington they got, xvc should think, at 
least $1,000,000 worth of stores, besides arms 
sufficient to arm 18,<J00or 20,000 men.

Rercl Doings at Frankfort.— The rebel 
raid in Frankfort will long be remembered. 
They declared it was not their intention to 
molest the person or property' of any citizen, 
and in tile town limits they behaved pretty 
well. They were liberal enough with their 
money, such as it was, and seemed to show its 
value by the indifference with which they' 
parted with it. 

Tlie l utchers were, of course, unwilling to 
take such currency, blit a sergeant with a file 
of men, marched from the Capital Hotel, which 
Gen. Bragg had occupied as headquarters, 
into the market house and made purchases or 
seizures to the amount of seventeen dollars. 
He offered twenty dollars, but the butcher had 
not the change, “d — n the change,” said the 
soldier and walked off. 1 1 was the same every- 
where they made purchases. It made 
no difference whether the price was 

five or twenty-live dollars, it was 

all the tame. A Colonel bought for 
five dollars (Confed. scrip of course) a half 
worn hat, wortli iierliaps four when new, off a 
gentleman ? head, and sauntered off as proud 
as a squaw with a string ot beads. Their ap- 
parent contempt for it of course made the citi- 
zens more reluctant to take the money, but 
there was no choice. There were some little 
t ike oils such as Crutcher of the Capitol po- 
litely changing a fifty dollar greenback for 
Bob VVolley, giving him forty-eight dollars in 
Confederate shinplasters for change. 

They were polite enough to visit us. A very 
civil young man came to Mr. Lewis and after 
some awkward stammerings and pauses, he 
said he had an order from Gen. Bragg to take 
the paper and ink belonging to the. Common- 
wealth office, paying for it in the butternut 
colored rags of the Confederacy. 

He was brought to the office and shown the 
supply of our own paper, fortunately a small 
one, worth two hundred and fifty or three 
hundred dollars. The .State paper was in Hie 
same room, and when he inquired about it, 
Mr. Lewis told him that it did not belong to 
the “Commonwealth " but to other parties, be- 
ing careful not to make known who tlie other 
parties were. This the young man said lie 
wouldn't touch, adding with a real appearance 
of distress, his mortification at having to do 
what was little other than robbing. For, he 
added, “1 know this money is of no value to 
you whatever.’ We can only regret that thi3 
young man should be in a service which in- 
volves such unpleasant duties. 

The day after the citizens were told private 
property was not to be disturbed, the railroad 
bridge was burned, but that is to be ascribed 
to a malice personal to railroads in general. 

The heaviest haul they made was at the 
Franhfort woollen factory. They entered this 
and seized seventy-four thousand nine hun- 
dred aud sixty yards of Kentucky jeans, for 
which the company expected to realize this 
winter as much as one dollar and fifty cents per 
yafd. As usual, they promised to pay, in 
their peculiar currency, one dollar per yard, 
but neglected to do so. In the meanwhile the 
Federal army advanced upon Frankfort, and 
the rebel inauguration broke up in most ad- 
mired disorder. They fled, and with them tied 
all probable hopes of the seventy-five thou- 
sand dollars due the woollen factory. Mr. 
Watson having been sent as agent to get back 
either goods or money, was handed eight thou- 
sand dollars, bogus currency, aud fold that 
was all they had. 

Their doings through the county were not 
marked with the temperance they were in 
town. The flimsy veil was torn off, Scott’s 
cavalry camped on the farm of Mr. Adam C. 
Keenon, and without offering scrip, scrape of 
the pen, or thank ye, they took thirty acres 
of the finest oats raised in the county, one hun- 
dred barrels of corn, leaving Mr. keenon for 
his winter's supply, neither a sheaf of oats-or 
a barrel of corn. In tbe same way they en- 
tered his meat house and emptied it. 

The farhis of Mr. Phil. Swigert, J. A. 
Richardson, and Joseph Clark, in the same 
neighborhood, suffered in like manner. It 
is to lie added that, w lien the Federal forces 
came by, they completed tlie destruction hy 
burning the rails. We suppose they thought 
the fencing was of no use when all the stock 
and fodder was gone. 

The grand day ^ of skedaddle came. The 
commander-in -cluet, tlie newly-batched Gov- 
ernor, and all the small fry geneiais were gath- 
ered ut the Capital Hotel, over rather a plain 
inauguration dinner. The Governor was 
just granting some gracious requests, and 
promising to hang and imprison a few Union 
men, as a personal favor to some acquain- 
tances, when a “cream-faced loon’’ announ- 
ced to Macbeth Bragg that “Biornnm 
Wood had coroe to Dunsinane” — in other 
words that the Federal? were at hand. Then 
there was mounting in hot haste. Kirby, Smith 
walking lip nnd down looking much agitated, 
and Hawes seared un{il he looked like a white 
man. The ladies only were indignant and 
angry ftt having to run, but they all shoved off 
in the cam, leaving Col. Scott to do the cus- 
tomary duty of burning bridges. One of them 
lie spared, and we expect he has been cashiered 
for it. 

These are all tlie incidents we can recall — 
.■•xcept the dropping of a shell among Scott’s 
cabalry, whereby seven of his men were 
throO'u from their horses; and also a row of 
threatening beer barrels, whose frowning muz- 
zles were on the hills where Dumont's battery 
had been, and by which the rebel cavalry 
force was kept out of town, it is said, for a 
whole day Commonwealth. 

T11M ItEIIKL STEAMER AI.ABAMA-EK1IIT PRI- 
VATEERS REPORTED AFLOAT. 

[From the Sew Bedford Mercury, of Thursday.] 

We take the following extracts from a let- 
ter dated Fayal, October 2, written by Cap- 
tain Lewis, of the bark Lafayette, to Messrs. 
1. II. Bartlett & Son, of this city. Capt. Lewis 
having touched at Flores heard of tbe capture 
of ten vessels by a privateer and thought it 
be 9 t to proceed to Fayal and land his oil. He 
says : 

“I find by comparing notes with Captain 
Childs, of skip Ben Tucker, that I was but 
thirty miles N. W. of liim when he was 
taken, and had he not fallen in with him lie 
would soon have had me, ns he was steering 
toward me when first seen by Capt. Childs. 
I have every reason to believe that I was 
chased by him the day I came in here, as 
there was a vessel of that description chas- 
ing me for three hours, gaining very fast. 
I made all sail, and getting within three 
miles of this port he hauled his wind to tlie 
northward. But a miss is as good as ~ 

mile. * * 9 * * 

“They report on board the privateer that 
there arc eight of them out going to nnke a 
raid on some Northern port this winter, but 
we have not seen but two around here. They 
coaled at Terceria last week out of an Eng- 
lish hark, nnd there is an English brig there 
now, supposed to be waiting for them, so they 
cannot be far oil.”

I.ION-WItV lie 1H1> NOT CHECK THE BE 
liFl.t.ION AT THE STAllT-WHAT HE SAY 
OF GENERAL SCOTT'S LETTER. 

To the Editors of the National Intelligencer : 
On Wednesday last 1 received the National 
fntelli 'enter containing General Scott’s ad 
dress to 'he public Th’sis throughout an tin 
disguised censure of my conduct during the last 
months of the Administration in regard to the 
seven Gotton States now in rebellion. From our 
pas) relations I was greatly surprised at the 
appearance of such a paper. In one aspect, 
however, it was highly gratifying. It lias 
justified me. nay, it has rendered it absolutely 
necessary, that 1 should uo longer remain si- 
lent in respect to charges which have been 
long vaguely circulating, but are now 
dorsed by tbe responsible name of General 
Scott. 

1. The firstand most prominentainong these 
charges is my refusal immediately to garrison 
nine enumerated fortifications, scattered over 
six of the .Southern States, according to the 
recommendation of Gen. Scott, in his “views' 
addressed to tlie War Department on the 20lh 
and 30th October, 1.960. Aud it lias even beet 
ti eged that if this had hcen done it niigh 
h ive prevented the civil war. 

This refusal is attributed, without the leas 
cause, to the influence ofGov. Floyd. All mv 
Cabiuet must bear me witness that I was the 
President myself, responsible for all the act 3 
of the Administration; and certain it is that 
during the last siv months previous to the 29th 
December, i860, the day on which lie resigned 
his olfice, after my request, he exercised less 
inflaenre on the Administration than any oth 
er member of tlie Cabinet. Mr. Holt was im- 
mediately thereafter transferred from the Post 
Office Department to that of War; so that, 
from this time untill the 4th Mat ch, 1861, which 
was bv far tlie most important period of the 
Administration, he performed the duties of 
Secretary of War to my entire satisfaction. 

But why did I not immediately garrison 
these nine fortifications, in such a manner, to 
use tlie language of General Scott, “os to make 
iny attempt to take one of them hy surprise 
or cottp-de-inain ridiculous? ' There is one 
answer both easy and conclusive, even if other 
valid reasons diil not exist. There were no 
available troop within reach which could be 
sent to these fortifications. To have attempt- 
d a military operation on a scale so extensive 
hy nny means within tlie President's power 
ivouli} have been simply absurd. Of this Gen. 
Scott himself seems to hare been convinced, 
or on the day after tbe date of his first 
views'' he addressed (on the 30th October) 
upplcmcntal views to the War Department, 
n which lie statos: “There is one (regular) 

company in Boston, one here(at the Narrows), 
one at Pittsburg, one at Augusta, (la , one nt 
Baton Rouge,” in all five companies only 
within reach to garrison or reinforce the forts 
mentioned in the “views.’’ 
rive companies — four hundred men — to 
occupy nnd reinforce nine fortifications in 
six highly excited Southern States! The 
force “within reach' 1 was so entirely inade- 
quate that nothing more need be said on the 
object. To have attempted such a military 
iperation with so feeble a force, and the 
residential election impending, would have 
been an invitation to collision and secession. 
Indeed, it the whole American army, con- 
sisting then of only sixteen thousand- men, 
Imd been “witbin reach,” they would have 
been scarcely suflicientforthis purpose. Such 
was our want of troops that, although Gen. 
•Scott, believing, iu opposition to the opinion 
of the committee raised in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, that the inauguration of Mr. 

’ ineoln might bo interrupted by military 
orce, was only able to assemble at Washing- 
tor, so late as the 4th of March, six hundred 
and fifty-three men, rank and file of tlie 
army. And, to make up thi3 number, even 
no "sappers and miners were- brought from 
West Point. 

But why was there uo greater force within 
reach? This question could be better an- 
swered by General Hcott himself than any 
other person. Our small regular army, with 
the exception of a few hundred men, wete 
out of reach, on our remote frontiers, where 
it had been continuously stationed for years, 
to protect the inhabitants and the emigrants 
on their way thither against tlie attacks of 
hostile Indians. All were insufficient, and 
both General Scotland myself had endeavored 
in vaiu to prevail upon Congress to raise sev- 
eral additional regiments for this purpose. In 
recommending this augmentation of the army, 
tlie Gvneral states in his report to the War 
Department of November, 1857, that “it would 
not more tiian furnish tlie reinforcements now 
greatly needed in Florida, Texas, New Mexi- 
•ii, California, Oregon, Washington Territory. 
Kansas, Nebraska, Minnesota, leaving not a 
company for Utah." And again, in his report 
of November, 1858, be says: 

“This want of troops to give reasonable se- 
curity to our citizens in distant settlements, 
including emigrants on the plains, can scarce- 
ly be ton strongly stated; but 1 will only add, 
that as often as we have been obliged to with- 
draw troops from one frontier in order to rein- 
force another, the weakened points have been 
instantly attacked or threatened with formi- 
dable invasion.” 

These ‘ views’’ of Gen. Scott exhibit the 
erode notions then prevailing even among in- 
telligent and patriotic nien on this subject of 
secession. In the first sentence the General, 
while stating that "to save tlie time the right 
if secession may be conceded,” yet immedi- 
itely says “this is instantly balanced by the 
correlative right on the part of the Federal 
Government against an interiorState or States 
to re-establish by force, if necessary, its former 
continuity of territory.'' (For this he cite3 
“Paley’s Moral and Political Philosophy, last 



chapter.” It may be there, but I have been 
unable to find it.) While it is difficult to as- 
certain his precise meaning iu this passage, he 
renders what ho did not mean quite clear in his 
supplementary “views.” In these he snvs: 
“It will be seen that the ‘views' only apply to 



South (tlie very case which has occurred), was 
not within the scope of Gen. S.’s “provisional 
remedies;” that is tosny, to establish by force, 
if necessary, the continuity of our territory. 

In his “views” he also statc3 as follows: 
‘But break this glorious Union by whatever 
line or lines that political madness may con- 
trive, nnd there would be no hope of recruit- 
ing the fragments except by the laceration and 
despotism of the sword. To effect su<h result 
the intestine wars of our Mexican neighbors 
would, in comparison to ours, sink into mere 
child’3 play." In the General’s opinion, “a 
smaller evil (than these intestine wars) would 
be to allow the fragments of the great Repub- 
lic to form themselves into new Confederacies, 
probably lour.” He then points out what 
ought to be the boundaries between the- new 
Unions; and at the end of each goes so far as 
even to indicate the cities which ought to be 
tlie capitals of the three first on this side of the 
Rocky Mountains, to-wit: “Columbia, South 
arolina;” “Alton or Quincy, Illinois;' and 
“Albany, New York;" excluding Washington 
City altogether. This indication of capitals, 
contained in the original now in my posses- 
sion, is curiously omitted in the version pub- 
lished in the National Intelligencer. He de- 
signates no capital for the fourth Union on tlie 
Pacific. The reader will judge what enconr- 
igeracnt these views, proceeding from so dis- 
tinguished a source, must have afforded to the 
secessionists of the Cotton States. 

I trust I have said enough, nnd more than 
enough, to convince every mind why I did 
not, with a force of five companies, attempt 
to reinforce Forts Jackson and St. Philip, on 
the Mississippi; Fort Morgan, below Mobile; 
Forts Pickens and McCrea, in Pensacola Har- 
bor; Fort Pulaski, below Savannah; Forts 
Moultrie and Sumpter, Charleston Harbor; 
and Fort Monroe, in Virginia. • 

These “views," both original and supple- 
mentary, were published by General Scott in 
tbo National Intelligencer of January 18, 1861, 
at the most important and critical period of 
die Administration. Their publication, at 
that time, could do no possible good, and 
might do much harm. 

To have published them, without the Presi- 
dent's knowledge and consent, was as much a 
violation of the sacred confidence which ought 
to prevail between the Commanding General 
of the army and the Commander-in-Chicf, as 
it would have been lor the Secretary of War 
to publish tlie same documents without his au- 
thority. AVliat is of more importance, their 
publication was calculated injuriously to affect 
the compromise measures then pending before 
Congress and tlie country, anil to encourage 
the secessionists in their inad and wicked at- 
tempt to shatter the Union into fragments. 
From the great respect which I then enter- 
' Mncd tor the General, I passed it over in si- 
lence. 

n is worthy of remark that soon after the 
Presidential election representations of what 
these "views” contained, of more or less cor- 
rect ness, were unfortunately circulated, espe- 
cially through the South. The Editors of the 
National intelligencer, in assigning a reason 
for their publication, state that both in public 
prints nnd in public speeches allusions had 
been made to them, and some misapprehen- 
sions of their character had got abroad. 

II and III. (Jenerul Scott states that he ar- 
rived in Washington ou the 12tb, and, accom- 
panied hy the Secre'ary of War, held a con- 
versation with tlie President on the 15th of 
December. Whilst I have no recollection 
whatever of this conversation, lie doubtless 
states correctly that I did refuse to send three 
hundred men to reinforce Major Anderson at 
Foil Moultrie, who bad not then removed to 
Fort Sumpter. The reason for this refusal is 
manifest to all who recollect tlie history of the 
time. But twelve days before, in the annual 
message of the 3d December, 1 had urged upon 
Congress the adoption of amendments to the 
Constitution of the same character with those 
subsequently proposed by Mr. Crittenden, 



called the “Crittenden Compromise." At that 
time high hopes were entertained throughout 
the country. that these would be adopted. l!c- 
idc-s, I believed, and this correctly, as tho 
event proved, that Major* Anderson was then 
in no danger ot attack. Indeed lie nnd his 
command were then treated ivilli marked 
kindness by thee authorities and pco,..o of 
Charleston. Utu .r these circumstances, to 
have sent such a force there would have been 
inly to impair the ffflpFW compromise, to 
provoke collision, and disappoint the country. 

There are sqme details of the conversation 
in regard to which the General' sj^y^ory must 
be defective. At present I shali specify only 
one. I could not have stated "that, on a 
future contingent occasion I would telegraph 
“Major Anderson oi" Fort Moultrie to hold tho 
forts (Moultrie and Sumpter) against attack:” 
because, with prudent p.raautioa. this had al- 
ready been done s veral days before, through 
a special messenger sent to Major A mlerson for 
tiiis very purpose. I refer to Major Buell of 
the army. 

The General’s supplementary note of the 
same day, presenting to me General Jackson's 
conduct in-1833, during the period of nullifi- 
cation as au example, requires no special no- 
tice. Even if the cases were not entirely dif- 
ferent, I had previous! v determined upou a 
poliev of my own, as will appear from my 
nual message. This was, at every hazard, u 
collect the customs at Charleston, and outside 
of the port, if need he, in a vessel of war. Mr. 
Coleock, the existing collector, as I had anti- 
cipated, resigned his office about the end of 
December, and immediately thereafter ! nom- 
inated to the Senate as his successor a suitable 
person prepared at anv personal risk to do his 
duty. That body, however, throughout its 
entire session, declined to act on this nomina- 
tion. Thu?, without a collector, it was ren- 
lorod impossible to collect the revenue. 

IV. General Scott’s statement alleges that 
“the Brooklyn, with Capt. Vodgcs’s company 
1 lone, left the Chesapeake for Fort Pickens 
about January 22il, and ou the 29th President 
Buchanan, having entered into u quasi armis- 
tice with certain leading seceder- nt Pensacola 
and else where, caused Secretaries Holt and 
Toucey to instruct in a joint note the com- 
mander of the war vessel off Pensacola, and 
Lieut. Slemmer, commanding Fort l’ickcns, 
to commit no act of hostility, and not to land 
Capt. Vodges's company unless tlie Fort should 
lie attacked." He afterwards states, within 
brackets, “That joint note 1 Devcr saw, but 
suppose the artnistico was consequent upou 
'lie meeting of the Peace Convention atWash- 
in _ ton, and was understood to terminate with 

it." 

These statements betray n singular want of 
memory on the part of Gen. Scott. Itis scarce- 
ly credible that this very joint note, presented 
in such odiou3 colors, was submitte I to Gen. 
Scott ou the day it was prepa: 1 (29ih Jan- 
uary), and met bisentirc approbation l wotii.l 
not venture to make this assertion if I did not. 
possess conclusive evidence to prove it. On 
that day Secretary Holt addressed me a not , 
from which the following is an extract: “I 
have the satisfaction of saying, that on sub- 
mitting the paper to Gtn. Scott ho expressed 
himself satisfied- with it, saying that them , 
could lie no objection to the arrangement in a 
military point of view or otherwise.’’ Tiiis re- 
quires no comment. That tho General h.id 
very reason to lie satisfied with the arrange- 
ment will appear from the following state- 
ment: . 

A revolutionary outbreak had occurred in 
Florida; tho troops of the United States had 
been expelled from Pensacola and the adja- 
ent navy-yard; and Lieut. Slemmer, of tho 
artillery, with his brave little Command, bad 
been forced to take refuge in Fort Pickens, 
where he was in imminent danger every mo- 
ment of being captured by a vastly superior 
oree. Owing to the interruption of regular 
communicationsSecret iry Holt did not receive 
information of those events until several days 
after their occurrence, mid then through a let- 
ter addressed to a third person. Ilo iustantiy 
informed thn President of tho fact, and rein- 
forcements, provisions, and military stores 
were despatched by the Brooklyn to Fort Pick- 
ens without a moment s unnecessary delay. 
She left Fortress ilouroe ou the 21th of Jan- 
uary. 

W ell-founded apprehensions were, however, 
entertained at the time of her departure that 
the reinforcements, with tho vessels of war at 
no great distance from Fort Pickens, could not 
arrive in time to defend it against the impend- 
ing attack. In this state of suspense, and 
whilst Lieutenant Slemmer was in cxtrenio 
peril, Senators 'Slidell, Hunter, aud Bigler re- 
ceived a telegraphic despatch from Senator 
Mallory, of Florida, dated at Pensacola, on 
the 28tii January, with the urgent request 
that, they should lay it before the President. 
This despatch expressed an earnest desire to 
maintain the peace, as wcil as tho most posi- 
tive assurance that no attack vrxtuhl be tnado 
on Fort Pickens if the present status should 
be preserved. 

' Tiiis proposal was carefully considet cd,both 
with a view to the safely of tlie fort and to tlio 
unhappy effect which an actual collision either 
at tlmt or any other point might produce ou 
the Peace Convention then abu.it to assemble 
at Washington. The result was that a joint 
despatch was carefully prepared hy the Secre- 
taries of War and Navy, accepting the pro- 
posal, with important modifications, which 
was transmitted by telegraph on the 29th Jan- 
uary to Lieut. Slemmer and to naval com- 
manders near the station. It is too long lor 
transcription; suffice it to say it was carefully 
guarded ut every point for the security of the 
•ort and its free communication with Wash- 
ington. 

The result was highly fortunate. The Brook- 
lyn had along passage. Although she left 
Fortress Monroe on tlie "24th of January, she 
did not arrive at Pensacola until the Oth of 
February. In the meantime Fort Pickens, 
with Lieut. Slemmer (whose conduct deserves 
high commendation) and his brave little band, 
were placed by virtue of tiiis arrangement in 
perfect security until nil adequate force had 
arrived to defend it against any attack. Tlie 
fort is still in our possession. Well might, 
Gen. Scott have expressed his satisfaction with 
'his arrangement. The General was correct 
in the supposition that this arrangement was 
to expire on the termination of the Peace Con- 
vention. 

V. But wo now come to an important pe- 
riod, when duties will be essentially necessary 
to disentangle the statement of General Scott. 
The South Carolina Commissioners were ap- 

W ioin ted dates on the 22d, and arrived in Wasli- 
ugton ou the 27th of December. The day 
after arrival it was announced that Major An- 
derson had removed from Fort Moultrie to 
Fort Sumpter. This made them furious. On 
the same day they addressed an angry letter 
to the President, demanding the surrender of 
Fort Sumpter. The President answered this 
letter on the 30th.December by a peremptory 
refusal. This brought forth a reply from tho 
Commissioners on the 2d of January. 1861. Ot' 
such an insulting character that the President 
instantly returned it to thein-with the follow- 
ing indorsement: “This paper, just presented 
to the President, is of such a character that he 
declines to receive it." From that time for- 
ward all friendly, political, and personal inter- 
course finally ceased between the revolutiona- 
ry Senators and tlie President, and he was se- 
verely attacked hy them in the Senate, and es- 
pecially by Mr. Jefferson Davis. Indeed, their 
intercourse had previously lioen of the coldest 
character, ever since the President's anti-se- 
cession message at the commencement of tho 
session of Congress. 

Under these changed circumslances, Gen. 
Scott, by uotc on Sunday, the 30th December, 
addressed the following inquiry to tho Presi- 
dent: 

Will the President permit General Scott, 
without reference to tlie War Department, and 
otherwise as secretly as possible, to send two 
hundred and fifty recruits from New Yotk 
harbor to .reinforce Fort Sumpter, together 
with some extra muskets or rifles, ammuni- 
tion, and subsistence? It is hoped th.it a sloop- 
of-war aud cutter may be ordered for tlie same 



purpose ‘to-morrow. 
Tin 



be General seems not to have than known 
that Mr. Floyd was out of office. 

Never did a request meet a more prompt 
compliance. It was received on Sunday even- 
ing, December 20. On Monday morning 1 gave, 
instructions to the War and Navy Depart- 
ments, and on Monday evening General Scott 
came to congratulate me that the Secretaries 
had issued tlie necessary orders to the army and 
navy lofficers, and that they were in his pos- 
session. The Brooklyn, with troops, military 
stores, and provisions, was to sail forthwith 
from Fortress Monroe for Fort Sumpter. I 
am therefore utterly at a loss to imagine w) li- 
the General, in his statement, should have as- 
serted that “the South Carolina Commission- 
ers had already been manv days in Washing- 
ton and no movement of def -t c ■ (on the par: 
oi Uie bulled .States) was permitted.” These 
Commissioners arrived in Washington on tho 
27th December; General Scott's request was " 
made to t he' President on the 30th. It was 
complied with ou tlie 31st. and a single day is 
all that represents tbe “many days ’ of tho 
General. 

Again, General Scott asserts, in Ihc face of 
these facts, that the President refused to allow 
any attempt to be made — to reinforce Fort 
Sumpter — because he was holding negotia- 
tions w i tit the Soutli Carolina Commissioners. 
And still again, that “afterwards Secretary 
Holt and myself endeavored, in vain, to ob- 
tain a sbip-ot-war for the purpose, and were 
finally obliged to employ the passenger steam- 
gr ‘Star of the West.’ ’ Will it lie believed 
ihat the substitution of the “Star of the West 
for the powerful war steamer “Brooklyn, of 
which he now complains, was by the advice of 
General Scott himself?

Navy informed me, to secure secrecy and sucH 
eeS3 and reach the fort, would he to Send a 
fast side-wheel mercantile steamer from New 
York with the reinforcement. Accordingly 
the Star of the West was selected for this duly. 
The substitution of ibis mercantile steamer 
for the Brooklyn, which would have been 
able to defend herself in ease of attack, was 
reluctantly yielded by me to the high military 
judgment ol Gen. Scott. 

The change of programme required a brief 
space of time, hut the Star of the West left 
New York for Charleston on the evening of 
the 5th of January. On the very day, how- 
ever, when this ill-fated steamer left New 
York, a telegram was despatched by General 
Scott to Colonel Seott to countermand her 
departure, but it did not reach its destination 
uutil after she had gone to sea. The reason 
for this countermand shall be stated in the 
language, of Secretary' Holt, lo be found in 
a letter addressed by him to 51 r. Thompson, 
the late Secretary o"f the Interior, on the 5th 
of 5Iarcb, 1801, and published in the National 
Intelligencer. Mr. llolt says: 

“The countermand spoken of (by Mr. 
Thompson) was not more cordially sanctioned 
by the President than it was by General Scott 
ainl myself; not because ot any dissent from 
the order on the part of the President, hut be- 
cause of a letter received that day from Major 
Auderson, stating in clfect, that he regarded 
iiimsclf secure in his position; and yet more 
from intelligence which late on Saturday eve- 
ning (5th January, 1801), reached the Depart- 
ment that a heavy battery had been erected 
among the sand hills, at the entrance to 
Charleston harbor, which would probably 
destroy any unarmed vessel (and such was the 
Star of the West) which might attempt to 
make its way to Fort Sumpter. This impor- 
tant information satislied the Government that 
there was no present necessity for sending re- 
inforcements, and that when sent they should 
go, not in a vessel of commerce, but of war. 
Jlenee the countermand was despatched by 
telegraph to New York; but the vessel had 
sailed a short lime before it reached the ofli- 
cer (Col. Scott) t<> whom it was addressed.’’ 

A statement of these facts, established by 
dates, proves conclusively that the President 
was uot only willing but anxious in the brief- 
est period to reinforce Fort Sumpter. 

On the 4th of January, the day before the 
departure of the Star of the West from New 
York, as Gen. Scott in his statement admits, 
succor wtis sent to Fort Taylor, Key West, and 
to Fort Jefferson, Tortngas Island, which 
reached these points in time for their security, 
lie nevertheless speculates on the consequences 
which might have followed had the reinforce- 
ments not reached their destination in due 
time; and even expresses the extraordinary 
opinion that, with the possession of these forts, 
“the rebels might have purchased an early 
recognition.” 

I shall next advert to the statement that the 
expedition under Captain Ward, “of three or 
four small steamers belonging to the Const 
Survey,” was kept back by something like a 
truce or armistice (made here), embracing 
Charleston am! Pensacola harbors, agreed upon 
between the late President and certain princi- 
pal seceders of South Carolina, Florida, Louisi- 
ana, Ac. And Ibis truce lusted to the end of the 
Administration." Things altogether distinct 
in their nature are often so blendid in this 
statement that it is difficult to separate them 
Such is eminently the case in connecting the 
facts relative to Charleston with Pensacola. 

Having already treated of the charge of 
having kept hack reinforcements from Pensa- 
cola, 1 shall now say something of the charge 
of having also kept them back from Charles- 
ton. Neither a truce nor quasi truce, nor any- 
thing like it, was ever concluded between the 
President and any human authority concern- 
ing Charleston. On the contrary, the South 
Carolina Commissioners, first and last and all 
the time, were informed that the President 
could never surrender Fort Sumpter, nor de- 
prive himself of the most entire liberty to 
send reinforcements to it whenever it was be- 
lieved to be in dnnger, or requested by Major 
Anderson. It is strange that General Scott 
was not apprised of this well known fact. 

It was, then, with some astonishment that 
I learned from the statement of the General 
that he bad, on the 12th March, 1861, advised 
that Major Anderson should be instructed to 
evacuate the fort as soon as suitable transpor- 
tation could lie procured to carry himself and 
his command to New York. A military ne- 
cessity for a capitulation may have existed in 
case there should ho an attack upon the fort, 
or a demand for its surrender; but surely none 
could havtj existed for its voluntary surrender 
or abandonment. 

Probably that to which the General means 
to refer was not tho quasi, but the actual truce 
of arms cone.luded at Charleston on the 11th 
January, 1361, between Governor Pickens and 
5Iajor Anderson, without the knowledge of 
the President. 1 1 was on the 5th of January 
(hat the Star of the West, under the American 
flag, was fired upon in the harbor of Charles- 
ton by order of Governor Pickens. Imme- 
diately after this outrage Major Anderson sent 
a flag -to the Governor, stating that he pre- 
sumed tho act had been unauthorized, ami for 
that reason he had not opened lire from Fort, 
Sumpter on the adjacent batteries; but de- 
manding its disavowal, and, if this were not 
sent in a reasonable time, he would consider 
it war, and fire on any vessel that attempted to 
leave the harbor. Two days after this occur- 
rence, on the Util January, Governor Pickens 
had the audacity to demand of Major Ander- 
son the surrender of the fort. 

In his answer of the same date the Major 
made the following proposition : “Should your 
Excellency deem fit, previous to a resort to 
arms, to refer this matter to Washington, it 
would afford me the sincerest pleasure to de- 
pute one of my officers to accompany any mes- 
senger you may deem proper to be the bearer 
of your demand.” Thi3 proposition was 
promptly accepted by the Governor, and, in 
pursuance thereof, he sent on his part Hon. J. 
W. Hayne, the Attorney General of South 
Carolina, to Washington, while 51ajor Ander- 
son deputed Lieutenant Hall, of the United 
States Army, to accompany him. These gen- 
tlemen arrived together in Washington on 
the evening of the 13th of January, when the 
President obtained the first knowledge of the 
transaction. But it will be recollected Hint 
no intervention between the return of the Star 
of the West to New York and the arrival of 
the messenger hearing a copy of the truce at 
Washington within which it would have been 
possible to send reinforcements to Fort 
Sumpter. Both events occurred about the 
same time. 

Thus a truce, or suspension of arms, was 
concluded between the parties, to continue 
until the question of the surrender of the fort 
should be decided by the Presidcut. Until 
this decision Major Anderson had placed it 
out of his own power to ask for reinforce- 
ments, and equally out of the power of the 
Government to send them without a violation 
of public faith. This was what writers on 
public law denominate “a partial truce under 
which hostilities are suspended only in cer- 
tain places, as between a town and the army 
besieging it.” It is possible that the Presi- 
dent, under the laws of war, might have an- 
nulled this truce upon due notice to the oppo- 
site party; but neither General Scott nor any 
other person ever suggested this expedient. 
This would have been to cast a reflection on 
Anderson, who, beyond question, acted from 
the highest and purest motives. Did General 
Scott ever propose to violate thi3 truce during 
its existence? If he did l am not now, and 
never was, aware of the fact. Indeed I think 
he would have been one of the last men in the 
world to propose such a measure. 

Colonel Hayne did not deliver the letter 
which he bore from Governor Pickens, de- 
manding the surrender of the fort, to the 
President until the 31st of January. The 
documents containing the reasons for this 
worrying delay were communicated to Con- 
gress in a special message of the 8th of Feb- 
ruary, to which I refer the reader. On the 
5th of February the Secretary of War, under 
the instructions of the President, gave a )>er- 
emptory refusal to this demand in an able 
and comprehensive letter, reviewing the whole 
subject, explaining and justifying the conduct 
of the President throughout. Its concluding 
sentence is both eloquent and emphatic: 

“II (says Mr. Holt), with all the multiplied 
proofs which exist of the President's anxiety 
for peace, and of the earnestness with which 
lie has pursued it, the authorities of that Shite 
shall assault Fort Sumpter and imperil the 
live3 of the handful of brave and loyal men 
shut up within its walls, and thus plunge our 
country into the horrors of civil war, then 
upon them and those they represent must rest 
the responsibility.” 

The truce was then ended, and Gen. Scott 
is incorrect in stating “ that it lasted to the 
end of that Administration. ' 

An expedition was quietly fitted out at 
New York, under the supervision of General 
Scott, to be ready for any contingency, lie 
arranged its details, and regarded the rein - 
foreeraents thus provided for ns sufficient. 
This was ready to sail for Fort Stimpteron five 
hours' notice. It is of Urn expedition that 
Gen. Scott thus speaks: 

“At that time, when this (tho truce) had 
passed away, Secretaries Holt and Touccy, 
Capt. Ward of the navy, and myself, with the 
knowledge of the President, settled upon the 
employment under the Captain of three or 
four steamers belonging to the Coast Surrey, 
but he was kept back by the truce.” 

A strange inconsistency. The truce had 
expired with Mr. Holt's letter to Col. Hayne 
on the 5th of February, and Genercl Seott in 
his statement says “it would have been easy 
to reinforce this fort down to .about the 12th 
of February.” Why, then, did not the rein- 
forcements proceed ? This was simply because 



from Major Anderson at the War Department 
on the last day of the Administration. 

I purposely forbear at present to say more on 
this subject, lest 1 might, however unintention- 
ally, ilo injustice to one or more of the parties 
concerned, in consequence of the brevity re- 
quired by the nature of this communication. 
The facts relating toil, with the appropriate 
accompaniments, have been fully presented in 
a historical revie w, prepared a year ago, which 
will ere long be published. This review con- 
tains « sketch of the four last months of my 
Administration. It is impartial ; at least such 
is my honest convictiou. That it has nut yet 
been published has arisen solely from an ap- 
prehension, no longer entertained, that some- 
thing therein might be unjustly perverted into 
au interfirence with the Government in a vig- 
orous prosecution of the war fur the mainten- 
ance of the Constitution and the restoration of 
the Union, which was far, very far, from my 
intention. 

After a careful retrospect, I can solemnly 
declare before God and my country that 1 can- 
not reproach myself with an act of commission 
or omission since the existing troubles com- 
menced. I have never doubted that my coun- 
trymen would yet do me justice. In my spe- 
ial message of the 8th of January, 1861 1 
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presented a full and fair exposition of the Empire. 



alarming condition of the country, and urged 
Congress either to adopt measures of cotnpro- i 
mise, or, failing in this, to prepare for the last ! 
alternative. In both aspects my reeomnten- j 
dation was disregarded. I shall close this doc- 
ument with a quotation ol the last sentences 
of that message, as follows: 

“In conclusion it may be permitted me lo 
remark that I have often warned my country- 
men of the dangers which now 6ttrrouud us. 
This may be the last time I shall refer to the 
subject officially. I feel that my duty has been 
faithfully, though it may he imperfectly per- 
formed; and whatever the result may be, I shall 
carry lo my grave the consciousness that I at 
least meant well for my country.”

We quote below tho 
concluding passages of this letter: 

In reply to your inquiry as lo what effect 
recognition of our independence would have 
toward puttingan end to the war, 1 have only 
to say it would at once and forever dispel all 
delusion on the subject in the United States. 
So long as it is withheld by Europe it is taken 
as an admission in America that, in European 
judgment, there may yet be a restoration of the 
broken Union, nnd’lo that extent our adversa- 
ries may be encouraged lo persevere. That I 
am warranted iti speaking of this as a delu- 
sion, I may appeal to the verdict of every 
Englishman. 

Again: you are aware that the war wa3 
commenced and has been prosecuted for the 
purpose of putting down an alleged rebellion. 
Our recognition by the European Powers 
would be the decree of enlightened, impartial, 
ami able observers that a rebellion — if one 
ever existed — had been brought to an end, and 
there stood in place of it, as acknow ledged 
by them, a separate, sovereign, and indepen- 
dent, state, the equal of any in the line of 
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It is not in the experience of the world that 
a war so disastrous in its results to those now 
waging it against the Confederate States, 
when they were made to understand that it 
was no longer conducted npaiust alleged reb- 
els in arms, but against an acknowledged 
j equal political power, could long be main- 



tained! Such are my views on the questions 
yon have submitted, briefly, but I hope intel- 
ligibly, given. 

Mr. Mason, as the reader will have re- 
marked, here declares that the recognition of 
the Southern Confederacy would put an end 
to the war, by dissipating two grand delusions 
prevalent in the United States, the delusion, 
namely, that the Union can be restored, and 
the delusion that the revolting States are not 
actually a nation. According to thi3 astute 
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JJfejyWc this morning surrender a large part 
of our available space to the letter of Ex- 
President Buchanan in reply to the recent pub- 
lication of General Scott. The paper is his- 
torical and one of the most important that be- 
long to the time.

Despatches of the gravest importance, and 
which may effect a change in the wholeaspect 
of the war, were to-day submitted by the 
French legation to t he Secretary of State. 
***** -a 

It is believed that a decision of more ulti- 
mate importance than any yet made in Ihc 
course of the war has been arrived at, and will 
he announced before the end of the week. Tho 
air is pregnant with rumors of military and 
Cabinet changes. Military changes are posi- 
tive , and it is believed that certain Cabinet 
ministers regard these changes as a condemna 
lion, giving them no alternative but to resign 
Telegraphic Despatch. 

At present, we can only conjecture the pre- 
cise import of this remarkable annunciation 
and, seeing that the precise import must he 
quickly given to the public, if the report he 
not wholly groundless, perhaps it is hardly 
wise even to conjocturc. 

We, however, will admit that we do not sec 
in the annunciation at the utmost anything 
graver than a remonstrance on the part 
of the French Government, in the name 
of public law and of civilization, against the 
l>olicy involved in the proclamation of eman 
eipation, together with a resolution on the part 
of the President, formed in accordance with 
what lie now perceives to be the will 
of the loyal people of this country ns well 
as the sentiment of Christendom, to reject 
that unlawful and ill-advised [ailicy, ami to 
prosecute the war according to the expressed 
wishes ofthe peopleand the established usages 
of warfare, followed by the possible removal 
of certain military adherents to the rejected 
policy and by the possible resignation of cer- 
tain civil ones. In other words, we confess 
we see in the matter nothing more serious than 
the determination of the President, tinder for- 
eign and domestic pressure of a very imposing 
character, at once to relinquish his policy of 
wholesale emancipation, aud to return to the 
legitimate and constitutional policy with 
which he set out, the denunciations and defec- 
tions of the radicals military or civil to the 
contrary notwithstanding. Such at any rate 
is our conjecture. 

We regard as altogether out of the ques- 
tion the conjecture that the annunciation 
imports intervention as the alternative 
of peace on the basis of the recognition of 
the rebel confederacy. The condition of 
affairs on neither side of the Atlantic is such 
as to warrant this conjecture. We do not har- 
bor it for a moment. If we did, we should 
harbor at the same time the confident antici- 
pation of a war world-wide and world-con- 
suming. The world is not yet mad enough 
for such nil all-embracing strife; and we pray 
that it never may be. As to the precise im- 
port of this annunciation, however, conjec- 
ture, as we hinted at first, is unnecessary. 
Doubtless the truth in the case will be found 
on the next page. It must be made public in 
a day or two at furthest. 

5Ieanwhile, we, in common with the great 
body ofthe loyal people of the country, rest calm 
in the determination at all hazards to stand by 
the Union and the Constitution against the ene- 
mies of bo’tlt whether foreign or domestic or 
the two combined.

Anxious as wo all are for action, we want 
General McClellan to take whatever time 
necessary, and he is probably the best judge 
what is necessary. Beyond all doubt, delay 
more calamitous to the rebels than to him, for 
they are far from their base of supplies, and 
their sufferings must be not only great hut ra 
pidly increasing. It may be remembered that ttie 
Washington papers, the Intelligencer and Hie 
Star, pleaded strongly a few days ago far 
little patience on the part of the American 
people, and we are sure that the people, sorely 
tried as they iong have been, will exercise all 
the patience that is reasonable. They think 
however, that General McClellan’s army, re- 
inforced as it has been by the new levies, is too 
immensely large and too tremendously expen- 
sive to have a right to pass any considerable 
length of time in a condition of inaction.

The Fourth Artieio of the Cartel entered in- 
to between the Government and the rebel au- 
thorities on the Twenty-second of July last is 
as follows: "All prisoners of war to be dis- 
charged on parole in ten days after their cap- 
ture, and the prisoners now held and those 
hereafter taken to be transferred to the points 
mutually agreed upon, nt the expense of the 
capturing party.

The exchange is not 
considered" complete until the officer or soldier 
exchanged for ha3 been nctually restored lo 
the lines to which lie belongs.” It thus ap- 
pears with respect to “the paroled men,” that, 
if it is not “a violation of their oath to drill 
and stand guard,” it is at least a violation of 
tlie solemn engagement of their Government.

BfetyWe are gl a ,i that the Secretary of War 
lio3 ordered a military commission to meet in 
Cincinnati to inquire into the whole conduct 
of Major General Buell in Tennessee nnd Ken- 
tucky.

ArKxms in Nashvili.k. — A resident of New 
Albany, Indiana, who left Nashville on the 2d 
inst., has furnished the Ledger some interest- 
ing information from that point. The fortifi- 
cations at Nashville are very formidable. An 
immense semicircular earthwork hag been 
erected, which reaches around the city from 
tho Cumberland river east and west. This 
work is mounted with heavy siege guns, which 
command all the approaches to the city, and 
within this earthwork are many detached works 
The opinion is entertained by Gen. Negtey 
and Gov. Johnson that Nashville is now the 
best fortified city in the Union, and could be 
held by twenty thousand men against five 
times that number. • The rebels, upon hearing 
that Gen. Buell was moving towards Nash- 
ville, hastily evacuated Murfreesboro, on the 
Nashville and Chattanooga railroad, and re- 
tired towards StevcDson. Before leaving they 
tore up the raiiroad fora cousiderable distance. 
It is also reported that the rebels have evacua- 
ted McMiunville, falling back to Chattanooga. 
The railroad bridge at Nashville has had a 
heavy floor laid down over it for the passage 
of troops and wagons. There is also an ex- 
cellent poutoon bridge across the Cumberland 
at Nashville. The Ledger's informant came 
through to Bowling Green with a large num- 
ber of sick and convalescent soldiers under a 
flag of truce. The guerillas along their route, 
notwithstanding tho flag of truce, robbed 
these sick men of all their money, knapsacks, 
accoutrements, &c., and treated them in the 
most barbarous manner.

TOWARD Itl'SSEI.r.VI I.I.E - A DOCOMO nth 
TH1EE- PETTY DEPREDATIONS. 

Bowling G kicks, 7 I’. M., Nov. 5, 1862. 
As I informed you in my letter of this morn- 
I ing, the army began lo advance at an early 
hour to-day. Gen. Sill, who had been eu- 
j camped three or four days at Mill Cave, about 
four miles from Bowling Green, on the Nash- 
ville pike, led the advancing column. Early 
in the morning the troops commenced passing 
through the town, and the stream flowed ou 
in one unbroken current till night. I am stop- 
ping at a private house, on the Nashville pike, 
just on the crest of a bill, a half or three quar- 
ters Ufa mile from the public square, where 
the road forks to Nashville and Russellville. 
From this position, we have an extensive view 
of the country south and west. The line of 
road to Nashville could be traced for miles by 
tile cloud of dust rising above the woods all day, 
produced by the ceaseless motion of troops. 
The same effect was produced on the Russell- 
ville road by a body of cavalry. Where they 
were going I do not know. 

That the rebels hive a strong propensity to 
steal has been manifest from ihc beginning of 
the war. Indeed, Secretary Floyd stole all 
the arms and money he could lay his hands 
upon before the war began. They have stolen 
forts, arsenals, and dock-yards. They have 
robbed customhouses, mints, and postoffice3; 
and now they are sending out roving bands of 
licensed thieves under the name of partisan 
soldiers. Last night one of these fellows stole 
a locomotive. As I am imformed, he was 
tinder arrest, but had the liberty of the town. 
He was anxious to get away, but the town was 
thoroughly picketed. So he mounted the iron 
horse, and rode the snorting animal out at full 
speed. He had been engineer upon the road. 
He ran the engine some sixteen miles down 
the Memphis Branch and took to the woods. 
The locomotive was recaptured and sent to 
Louisville for repairs. 

On the whole, the army is behaving well. 
Tlte greatest complaint is in regard to the de- 
struction of fences. Bitter complaints come 
from the tipper part of the State. It it too bad 
that Union men should be made to suffer. A 
beef was stolen out of Major McGoodwin's I 
lot last night. The Major is a good Union 
man, and has been so from first to last. He | 
and Mrs. McGoodwin have done all they could 
to relieve the sufferings of the Federal sick. 



DBTAIL3 OP THE CAPTURE 0E GALVESTON 
and Sabine Pass, Ac. — Texas papers to the 
13th of October have been received. They 
contain some very interesting details of the 
capture of Galveston by the Union forces.

Galveston, Oct. 9, 5 P. M. 

Hon. J. W. Moore. Mayor pro. tern, of Gal- 
veston, communicated to the undersigned in 
substance as follows: 

r Wednesday evening, October 8, a meeting 
of citizens was held in the Oity Hall for the j 
purpose of taking into consideration thestatc ' 
of affairs in the city, in consequence of the 
evacuation by the military, and the departure 
from the city of the Mayor, and a majority of 
the Aldermen. The meeting appointed Mr. 
Jas. W. Moore, the oldest magistrate in the 
county, Mayor pro trm. for the city, and 
clothed hint with full power over municipal 
and police regulations during the present ' 
emergency. 

Part of the enemy's fleet, consisting of four ! 
steamers, raised anchor nt nine o’clock A. M. j 
Thursday, steamed slowly and cautiously up i 
j to the city and took position at the foot of the 
principal streets, the Harriet Lane being in po- I 
sition lo command the street leading to the 
Customhouse. The licet came to anchor about 
j ten A. M. 

1 But very few people witnessed the proceed- 
ings of the fleet, aud the few present looked 
on sad and gloomily. 

The lire brigade was stationed at the head of 
all tlte wharves, with instructions to show any 
Federal party that might land to the Mayor's 
office. 

No communication took place between tlte 
fleet and the city authorities up to one P. M. 
About this hour the commander s steamer 
fired three shots towards the west end of the 
island, whereupon the Mayor pro tern , ac- 
companied bv Messrs. T. M. League and Cap- 
tain Ilavilaud, at hisown request, went to the 
end of St. Cyr's wharf and made a signal to i 
the fleet, which was answered, and shortly a 
boat was sent to the wharf and took the party 
to the commander's ship. Our Mayor request- 
ed Commander Renshaw to communicate to 
him his intentions in regard to the city, in- 
forming him at the same time of the abandon- 
ment of the city by the military, of the ab- 1 
sencc of the Mayor and City Council, and of

Rebel Account of the Fight near Charles- 
ton. — T he Richmond Dispatch says: 

In the fight at I’ocotaligo, it appears that 
the enemy's force consisted of detachments of 
eight regiments, from Pennsylvania, New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island, and Connecticut. 
Each detachment numbered four hundred 
men; so that the attacking force of infantry 
consisted of about three thousand men, be- 
sides which there was a full battery of field 
pieces, and two boat howitzers. These troops 
were commanded by Brigadier General Terry. 
Having effected then* landing at an early hour, 
and driven in our pickets, the Yankees ad- 
vanced rapidly toward the railroad. 

Tho Charleston Mercury says: 

They first encountered our forces about elev- 
en o'clock A. M., and the fighting was kept 
up, with more or less spirit, from that time 
until five o'clock P. M , when the enemy be- 
gan to waver, and finally fell hack in disorder, 
leaving his dead upon the field. The action 
is described by an eye witness to have been a 
second Secesstonvilie affair, in the disparity of 
the forces engaged, in the stubltorn character 
of the contest, and in the completeness of the 
repulse. Captain Elliott's battery and the 
Virginia battery arc said to have covered 
themselves with glory. A laterreport, though 
not official, places the number of our casuuli- 
ties at twenty killed and sixty wounded. 

The heaviest loss was suffered by the Virginia 
Artillery, Capt. J. N. Lantkin, a gallant corps 
which has served on our coast ever since tlte 
fall of Port Royal. They had four killed and 
sixteen wounded, most of the latter slightly. 
The battery went into action with thirty-live 
tnen. A large number of its horses were 
killed. The Old Dominion boys also lost a 
caisson, owing to the horses having taken 
fright, but captured one from the enemy, 
which made things even. The enemy burned 
the caisson they took. 

The Courier adds the following to this ac- 
count: 

The *16th Georgia and a detachment of cav- 
alry, under the command of Colonel Colquitt, 
were ordered down Thursday morning to fol- 
low up the enemy, a courier having arrived, 
stating that the enemy Were in force at Mac- 
key's Point. Tlte Georgians on the road gatl - 
ered up quite a large stock of overcoats Mnd 
other articles found on the rood. Two new- 
made graves were also discovered. The ene- 
my’s dead lie scattered alone the route, down 
to the point of landing. During the whole 
engagement they were carrying their wounded 
and dying to the rear. One man, who saw 
them on the retreat, states that he met a con- 
tinued stream of ambulances going to and 
coming from their boats. On their advance 
they had killed some sheep, but in the hasty 
retreat were obliged to leave their plunder. 

Our troops buried forty of the enemy’s dead. 
The force that first met the cncnty consisted 
of the Rutledge Mounted Riflemen, Captain 
Trenbolm; Charleston Light Dragoons, Cap- 
tain Rutledge; Beaufort Volunteer Artille- 
ry, Captain William Elliott; and an infantry 
company, who contested tlte enemy’s advance 
until the arrival of reinforcements. The oth 
ers afterwards engaged were Nelson’s Virginia 
Battery, Morgan's squadron of cavalry, Major 
Abney's 1st battalion of sharpshooters, consist- 
ing ol Capt. Chisholm's company, Capt. Allis- 
ton's company, and Capt. Buisl's company. 

A deserter from one of the blockading 
steamers off Charleston, arrived in that city 
on the 27th. The Courier gives the following 
report from him : 

Before he left lie was acting as Assistant 
Quartermaster, and overheard a conversation 
between Capt. Dennison and another officer 
on the poop-deck of his vessel, in which one 
of his officers stated that an attack on Charles- 
ton would be made on the arrival of two iron 
clads and some additional vessels, with an ex- 
pected reinforcement to the land forces of some 
seventeen thousand men. They expected to 
make the attack by land and water between 
the l3t and 10th of November. Their light 
draft gunboats were to run up the Stono, shell 
the woods and attack the batteries along the 
banks, while the iron-clads and larger vessels 
are to come up and attack Fort Sumpter and 
(he city.

Riquartz immediately grasped her by the 
throat and strangled her until she became un- 
conscious. He then bound her hand and foot, 
and remarked that he did not desire to mur- 
der her, but only wanted to place her in such 
condition that she could not alarm the 
neighbors until he killed himself, then telling 
her (hat the other girls would "never conic 
hack, ’ bid her good bye, and then left the 
house. 

He was met at the door by a woman, who 
was going to the house on an errand, and who 
asked him where the three girls were. He re- 
plied, up in the chamber. On entering, she 
lound Alice bound as described, released her, 
and the two started to alarm the village. 

By this time it was between five and six 
o’clock. The people of the village came and 
liegatt to search, when Riquartz was found 
banging in the barn, having been dead alxiut 
half an hour. Farther search was rewarded 
by the discovery of the bodies of the two girls 
in the granary, it being evident that Riquartz 
hail first ravished them and then strangled 
them by leather bands around their necks. 
The younger girl had her hands tied behind 
her back. 

The deed was probably committed just after 
the girls had got their dinner, and ti appears 
that after the tragedy had been done, the mur- 
derer had gone to the house and eaten his own 
dinner. 

A letter from Palermo, Italy, says that a 
valuable treasure has just been discovered in 
the palace of the Marquis dc Vasto, who re. 
cently died there. In a secret hiding place, in 
the wall of his study, there has been found, 
piled up in tbe greatest disorder, a vast quan 
tity of ancient plate, candelabra, candlesticks, 
sixty thousand duCats in gold coius of the old 
sovereigns of the Bourbon dynasty, and 
considerable number of the old coins bearing 
the effigy of Charles III. The treasure is su|i 
posed to have been Collected by one of the 
ancestors of the Marquis, who filled the highest 
posts at the Court of Spain, under the Km 
peror Charles V.

Col. Dick entered on his duties this 
afternoon.

Singular Suit against tub Government. 

I u the Circuit Court of the District of Colum- 
bia, on Thursday, tlie case of Albert D. Ilay- 
deu vs. Gideon Welles, Secretary of the Navy, 
was taken up. The suit is instituted to re- 
cover $27,500, seized in September, 1861, by 
order of Gen. Porter, tbe then Provo3t Mar- 
shal, upon the alleged grounds that the money 
was iu Government funds, and had been lost 
at a gaming table by B. F. Gallagher, late a 
Paymaster in the navy, in tlie house of Hay- 
den. 

Mr. E. J. Allen, the detective officer, testified 
that by order of Gen. Porter he arrested Hav- 
den and took him to the Provost Marshal" s. 
and then went to the residence of Parker and 
recovered the money. The money was given 
to Cattiin Averin, and was returned to 
him (Baker) a day or two afeiward by 
Gapt. Howard, and H was taken by him, iu 
company with Mr. Fqx, the Assistant Secre- 
tary of ihe Navy, to the Treasury Department, 
where it was deposited. 

Mr. Elliot Middleton, Cashier of tbe Treas- 
ury, was put upon the stand to prove that 
the money was deposited by order of Mr. 
Welles. Mr. Fox stated that tbe affair oc- 
curred during the absence of Mr. Welles, aud 
that lie reported it to Mr. Welles, who neither 
approved or disapproved his action. 

The evidence here closed, and Mr. Kennedy, 
for the defence, asked the Court to instruct tbe 
jury that tbe plaintiff could not recover; but 
before the Court expressed an opinion tbe 
plaintiff s counsel, Mr. Stewart, submitted to 
a not. pros. 

The case was then changed, and the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury made the defendant. 

— When tbe 
guerilla chief made bis late raid into Ken- 
tucky lie called at tlie Trappist monastery at 
Gethsemene and ordered the Abbot to surren- 
der his horses for the use of the chivalry. Ac- 
cordingly, oue of tlie brothers led out be fire 
the indignant chief two miserable jades which 
looked as if they had fasted more than tbc.r 
masters.

“Oh, so 
I hail,” said the kind Father, but I heard that 
you were coming, and I sold them!” Morgan 
laughed and left the monastery.

Paul “the god of this world," her Chief Coun- 
cil has been permitted to meet amidst tho 
blessings of peace within our national boun- 
daries, and as representing a household of 
faith at unity in itself. Our last meeting was 
ia the metropolis of a State which lias long 
held a high place and influence ia the utfuirs 
of our Church and country. Long shall we 
remember the affectionate hospitality which 
was then lavished upon us, and the delightful 
hirmony and brotherly love which seemed to 
reign, almost without alloy, in a Convention 
composed of representati > es of all our dioceses ! 
Never did the jnomise of a long continuance 
of brotherly union, among all parts and sec- 
tions of our whole Church, appear more as- 
suring. But, alas 1 what is man? How un- 
stable our surest reliances, based on man s 
wisdom or wilt 1 How unsearchable the coun- 
cils of Him who “hath his way in the sea, 
and his path in the mighty waters, and whose 
footsteps are not known 1" What is now the 
change? 

We look in vain for tho occupants of scats 
in tiie convention, belonging to the represen- 
tatives of no less than ten of our Dioceses, 
and to ten of onr Bishops. And whence such 
painful and injurious absence? The cause 
stands ns a great cloul of darkness before us, 
of which, us we cannot help seeing it. and 
thinking of it, and tlfat most sorrowfully, 
wherever wc go and whatever we do, it is im- 
possible not to speak when we address von in 
regard to the condition and wants of our 
church. That cause is all concentrated iu a 
stupendous rebellion against the organic law 
and the constituted government of the coun- 
try, for the dismemberment of our National 
Union— under which, confessedly, all p»rt9 of 
the land have been signally prosperous and 
blessed; a rebellion which is already too well 
known to you, brethren, in the vast armies it 
has compelled our Government hr maintain, 
and in the fearful expense of life and treasure, 
at Fiitl'ering and sorrow, which it has cost on 
both 9idc3, to need any further description here. 

We are deeply grieved to think how many 
of our breiuren, clergy and laity, in the re- 
gions over which that dark tide has spread, 
have been carried away by its flood ; not only 
yielding to it, so 113 to place themselves, as 
fir as in them lay, in severance from our eccle- 
siastical Union, which has so long and so 
lnppilv jaiued us togelher in one visible com- 
munion an I fellows lip, but to a sad extent, 

9 ■ np utjizing wilh the movement, and giving 
it their ucti.e co-operation. 

In this part of our address we do not at- 
tempt to estimate the moral character of such 
doing3. At present wc confine ourselves to 
the ttaternent of notorious facts, except as to 
one matter, of which this is the convenient 
place to speak. 

When the ordained Ministers of the Gospel 
of Christ, whose mission is so emphatically 
one of peace and goo l-will, of tenderness and 
consolation, do so depart from their sacred 
calling ns tn take the sword and engage iu the 
tierce and fcioody conflicts of war; when in 
so doing they are lighting against authori- 
ties which, as “the powers that be," the Scrip- 
tures declare “are ordained of God," 80 that 
in resisting them they resist the ordinance of 
God; when especially ono. comes out from 
the exalted spiritual duties of an Overseer 
of the flock of Christ, to exercise high com- 
mand in such nwful work, we cannot, as 
ourselves Overseers of the same flock, con- 
Mstently with duty to Christ’s Church, His 
Ministry and people, refrain from placing on 
such examples our strong condemnation We 
remember the words of our blessed Lord, ut- 
tered among llis last words, and for the spe- 
cial admonition of llis Ministers — “They that 
take the sword shall perish with the sword." 

Returning to this great rebellion, with nil 
i*s retinue of cost and sacrifice, of tribulation 
and anguish, of darkness and death, there are 
iwo aspects in which we must contemplate it, 
namely: 03 it comes by the agency of man, and 
ns it comes from the Providence of God. 

We desire, first, to call your attention to it 
as it proceeds from the 1‘rovUlence of God. So 
comprehensive is that Providence that it em- 
braces all worlds and -all nations; while so 
minute is it that not a sparrow fulleth without 
the knowledge and will of our Father in 
Heaven. In its vast counsels, this deep afltic- 
tioa has it9 place. God’s band is in it. His 
power rules it. It is His visitation and chas- 
tening for the sins of this nation. Who can 
doubt it? 

Just as the personal affliction of any of yon 
is God’s visitation to turn him from the world 
and siu, unto Himself; so is this national ca- 
lamliy most certainly His judgment upon this 
nation for its good. And wetru3t, dear breth- 
ren, we are in no danger ot seeming, by such 
interpretation of our distresses, to excuse, in 
any degree, such agency as men have had iu 
bringing them upon us. God’s Prov idence has 
no interference with man’s responsibility. He 
works by man, but so that it is still man that 
wills and works. The captivities of God’s 
chosen people were, as His Word declares, llis 
judgments upon them for their sins; while the 
nations that carried them captive were visited 
of God for heinous guilt in so doing. St. 
Peter declares that our Lord was “delivered" 
unto death “by the determinate counsel and 
foreknowledge of God;" and that, neverthe- 
less, it was “by wicked hands" that He was 
“crucified undsiain." Thus we need be under 
no temptation to diminish our estimate of the. 
present dispensation of sorrow, as coming from 
ihe hand of God, for the punishment of our 
sins, whatever the agency of men therein. It 
is our duty, as Christians and as patriots, so to 
consider it, that it may do us the good for 
which it is sent, and the sooner he taken away. 

It is not possible for us, in this address, to 
set before you, in detail, or in their true pro- 
portions, all the national and other sins wnich 
make us, as a people, deserve and need the 
chastisements of a holy God. It needs no 
Daniel, inspired from on high, to discover 
tbem. Surely you must all be painfully fa- 
miliar with them, in the profaneness of speech 
with which God’s name and majesty arc as- 
sailed; in the neglect of public worship which 
so dishonors His holy day; in the ungodliness 
of life which erects its example so conspicu- 
ously; and especially in that one great sin for 
which Jerusalem was given over to be trodden 
down by the heathen, and the people of Israel 
have ever since been wanderers and a byword 
among the nations — namely: the rejection, 
whether in positive infidelity or only in prac- 
tical unbelief, of God's great gift of grace and 
mercy, His beloved Son our Lord Jesus Christ, 
to be a sacrifice of propitiation for our sins, 
and an all-sufficient und all-glorious Saviour 
of our souls. 

But there is a passage in the Scriptures which 
is of great use as a guide in this consideration 
of national sinfulness. It is a warning to the 
nation of Israel, and found in the eighth chap- 
ter of the book of Deuteronomy as follows: 
“Beware that thou forget not the Lord thy 
God, in not keeping His commandments, and 
His judgments, and His statutes, which 1 com- 
mand thee this day, lest when tiiou hast eaten 
and art full, and bast built goodly houses and 
hast dwelt therein, when thy herds ami thy 
flocks multiply, and thy silver and thy gold is 
multiplied, anil all that thou hast is multiplied, 
then thy heart be lifted up, and tbou lorget 
the Lord thy God; for it is lie that givetli thee 
power to get wealth. And it shall lie, that if 
thou do at all forget thy Lord thy God— ns the 
nations which the Lord destroycth before your 
face, so shall ye perish because ye would not 
be obedient to the voice of the 
God.” 

Now it was because that nation was 
of precisely such a self-glorying, and such for- 
getfalness of its indebtedness to God and de- 
pendence on His favor, as this warning de- 
scribes, that the grievous calamities which so 
ti - -i - r\- before the advent of Christ, 
were brought upon it. And it is because there 
is so mucu agreement between this description 
an i tue aspect which we, as a people, have 
presented before Uod, that we place the pas- 
sage before you. 

Marvellously have we been prospered in ev- 
erything pertaining to national prosperity, 
rich«9, and strength. God has loaded us with 
benefits; and with our benefits have grown 
our ingratitude, our self-dependence, and self- 
sufficiency, our pride, our vain-glorying, and 
that sad deficiency, so much felt, in the repre- 
sentative acts and voices of the nation ns to 
all adequate acknowledgment of God and of 
the Gospel of Christ. Let us mark the words 
of the prophet Jeremiah: “Let not the wise 
man glory in his wisdom, neither let the 
mighty man glory in his might; let not the 
rich man glory in hi3 riches; but let him that 
gJorieth, glory in this, that he understandeth 
and knoweth me that I am the Lord which 
, exercise loving kindness, judgment, and right- 
■ eousness in the earth. — (Jer. lx, 28 24). How 

femarkably do these word9 exhibit our sins as 
w-,A nation! How seldom, in anything of a re- 
presentative character, or anything that speaks 
’ d*tion, especially in the counsels of our

liand is not shortened,” that it cannot thus 
bless us. “His ear is not heavy that it cannot 
hear’’ us when wc seek so great a blessjng 
is “able to do

that places our wants on His mighty power. 

Let us turn now to tho other aspect of our 
great trial, namely, as it comes from the agency 
of man. We deeply feel, dear brethren, how 
momentous is this portion of our subject, and 
with what carefulness and charity, and, at the 
same time, with what decision and plainness 
of speech — with what faithfulness to church 
and country, and to thoce arrayed against us, 
as well as to oursel ves- — it becomes us to speoic. 
Gladly would your bishops avoid a subject so 
painful. But there is no possibility of avoid- 
ing it. Should we keep silence, we should 
not avoid it. Our silence would speak far and 
w ide, and with a meaning by which we are 
not willing that our minds should he interpret- 
ed. At such an alarming crisis of our nation- 
al and ecclesiastic union, as well os our whole 
welfare, when a voice from such a body, oc- 
cupying such intimate relations to a wide- 
spread communion, may be of such importance 
to the strength of the public counsels, through 
the guidance of the people of that commun- 
ion — should we address you on other topics of 
less prominence at the present time, and yet 
keep silence on that one which banishes almost 
every other from the thoughts of the nation, 
we should not only neglect an opportunity of 
usefulness which ought to be improved, and 
subject ourselves to imputations which we are 
not willing to bear, but we should inflict a se- 
rious injury main a cause we are hound to aid. 

It is the first time this Convention has met 
since these troubles began. God grant they 
may be ended long before it shall meet again ! 
Ever since our Church had her Litauy, we 
have been praying for deliverance “from sedi- 
tion, privy conspiracy, and rebellion.” And 
now that all the three are upon m, and in a 
depth of scheme, a force of actiou, a strength 
of purpose, and an extensiveness of sway such 
as the world never before saw united for the 
dismemberment of any Government shall we 
refuse to tell you ia w’bat light we regard that 
gigantic evil? 

We are moved the more to speak, because 
we believe that you, brethren, desire it of us. 
You feel bound, by your views of duty, to 
tike a position and manifest principles too de- 
cided to be mistaken, in support of the nation- 
al Constitution and Government in this day of 
their peril. Our communion is nobly repre- 
sented wherever the nation's cause has dan- 
gers to brave, difficullies to be surmounted, 
sacrifices to be made, or sufferings to be borne. 
In the ranks, and through all the grades of 
command, our Church testifies her loyalty by 
the devotion of her sons. Many of them are 
her choice young men, whom it is hard to 
spare I'rom’works of Christian well-doing at 
home. Many of them arc her Sunday-school 
teachers. They have gone to her armies, not 
in any bitterness of feeling toward those who 
have brought on us this war, but in a ready 
mind to love their enemies and to do good lb 
those who hate them, as well as out of a well 
considered and conscientious conviction of 
duty to their country, to their Goiernmcnt, 
anil to God. 

They look to us, their chief pastors, es 
pecially as wc are now gathered together 
here, to give them the support and comfort of 
our approbation, if we think they have rightly 
judged the great question of duty to the Gov- 
ernment in the present struggle. Amidst the 
perils of battle, in hospitals and prisons, under 
privations and wounds, they feel the precious- 
ness of sneb comfort. Acknowledging the 
reasonableness of such desires we have pleas- 
ure m complying with them ; not apprehend- 
ing that in touching on this subject it can wilh 
reason he objected that we enter amidst ques- 
tions with which, a3 Minister of Him whoso 
“kingdom is not of this world,” we have no 
thing to do. Whatever the Apostles of Christ 
were inspired by the Holy Ghost to leach the 
Church, the Ministers and Stewards of that 
Church are hound to illustrate and enforce, for 
instruction of her members. “All Scripture is 
profitable for doctrine, reproof, correction and 
instruction iu righteousness.” Whatever is 
contained therein is part of what has thus been 
“written for our learning” — part of that spir- 
itual provision which you, brethren, are to 
“read, mark, learn, and inwardlv digest;” and 
which, therefore, God's Steward’s must dis- 
tribute, as varying circumstances shall make 
it “a word iu season.” 

Then what say the Scriptures touching the 
subject before us? We have no need to go be- 
yond the words of St. Paul, in the thirteenth 
chapter of the Epistle to the Romans: “Let 
every soul be subject to tiie higher powers. 
For there is no power but of God. The pow- 
ers that be are ordained of God. Whosoever, 
therefore, resisteth the power, resisteth the or- 
dinance of God; and they that resist shall re- 
ceive to themselves damnation. 1 

Now, it is the application-of these words to 
onr duties, under present circumstances, of 
which we have need to inquire, if we would 
use this portion of Scripture as “a light to our 
feet.” Where, then, do we find those powers 
and ordinances to which, as “ordained of God, ” 
we, recognizing the great truth tiiat "there is 
no power but of God,” are bound for II us sake, 
to be subject? Wc answer, in the Cosstitf- 
tion an i> Government of the United States. 
Under them, the people of all the States, now 
resisting them, were just as much hound to 
render obedience, when such resistance began, 
as we, whose allegiance is still unbroken. 
According to the Scriptures, that resistance, so 
far from making null and void those powers, 
is a resistance to ordinances cf God still in 
force; and, therefore, brings his condemnation 
on those so engajreil. 

When St. Paul, iu direct connection with 
the words just cited, exhorts us to “render to 
all their dues, tribute to whom tribute is due, 
custom to whom custom, fear to whom fear, 
honor to whom honor,” and that, “not only 
for wrath, but for conscience sake;” we have 
no hesitation in teaching that the claim to 
all these dirties and manifestations of alle- 
giance and loyalty from ns, and from all those 
States recently united in rendering them, is 
rightfully in iliat Government which is now 
by force of arms maintaining such claim. The 
refusal of such allegiance we hold to be a sin ; 
and when it stands forth in armed rebellion, it 
is a great crime before the laws of God, as well 
os man. 

Thus, brethren, your Bishops tench, as offi- 
cial expositors of the Word of God. Less, 
they believe, they could not teach without un- 
faithfulness to the Scriptures. 

If godly submission to the laws and consti- 
tutional rulers of the country should be re- 
garded as a matter of less than tho most reli- 
gious obligation; if it shall be held a thing of 
indifference whether the Government, given 
us in the Providence of God, be obeyed “for 
conscience’ sake,” or be overthrown by con- 
spiracy and armed rebellion, without the pre- 
tence of any existing and oDpressive wrong, 
or any wrong for which the remedy might not 
be found under, or by provision of that very 
Government, then the horrors, of which such 
rebellion may be the prolific parent, may at 
any time be caused, and even intended, with- 
out guilt. But, let us hear what the Fathers 
of our Church, in one of those Homilies which 
our Articles declare to contain “a godly and 
wholesome doctrine," teaehon this bead. We 
can well understand it now and appreciate it 
as never before. 

In the Homily “Against Wilful Rebellion" 
we have these wholesome words: “He that 
nameth rebellion, naineth not a singular, or 
Lord your j one only sin. as is theft, robbery, murder, anil 
such like; but he nameth the whole puddle 
guilty and sink of all sins against God and man; 
against his country, his countrymen, his pa- 
rents, his children, his kinsfolk, his friends, 
and against all men universally; all sins 
against God and all men limped together, 
nameth he that nameth rebellion.” In an- 
other passage, after speaking of the general 
miseries of all war, the Homily proceeds with 
a stilt darker description: “But when these 
mischiefs are wrought in rebellion by them 
that should he friends, by countrymen, by 
kinsmen, by those that should defend their 
country and countrymen from such miseries, 
the misery is nothing so great as are the mis- 
chief and wickedness where the subjects un- 
naturally do rebel * » » 

countrymen to disturb the public peace and 
quietness of their country, for defence of 
whose quietness they should spend their lives; ” 
“and, universally, instead of ail quietness, 
joy, and felicity, which so follow blessed peace 
and due obedience, to bring in all trouble, 
sorrow, disquietness of minds and bodies, and 
all mischief and calamities; to Urn all good 
order upside down ; to bring all good laws into 
contempt, and to tread them under foot; to 
oppress all virtue and honesty, and all virtu- 
ous and honest persons; and to set all vice and 
wickedness and all vicious and wicked men 
at liberty to work their wicked wills, which 
before were bridled by wholesome law; to 
weaken, to overthrow, and to consume the 
strength of the realm, their natural country', 
which, by their mischief weakened, is thus 
ready to be a prey and spoil to all outward 
enemies.” 

Such is the testimony of onr Homilies 
against “Wilful Rebellion." 

The reasons which make this so great a 
crime are the same which make the constituted 
authority so indispensable to the very exist- 
ence of human society. God has invested 
the rtm'gislrate with power, and given him the 
sword to be borne, “not in vain," because he 
i9 n is Minister “for good!" because, without 
him, all the Hoods of ungodliness would be 
set free; and the only remedy remaining for 
all- -social disorders would he that of force 
overcoming force, and of cunning overreach- 
ing cunning. 

We ’hnvc now, brethren, in strict confine- 
ment to the testimony of the Scriptures, as- 
certained a' basis of principle and duty on 
— ' till- rejoice in nil Hu’- -.u-- 



laws wherever they have been disowned. We 
bid them never to be weary of that well-do- 
ing; and particularly would wc say to those 
who, out of love to their country, and not out 
of any vindictive exasperation towards her 
enemic3, have gone in our armies, be of good 
cheer! Whatever tiie dangers you may have 
to meet, or sufferings to endure, let it be your 
consolation that you have gone to sustain the 
power ordained of God, ana which rightfully 
claims your most devoted loyalty. 

And now, we can ask your further attention 
only to a few concluding words, touching 
great spiritual interests, which tho absorbing 
claims and the strong excitements of these 
times endanger. No doubt, dear brethren, 
you have all ocen painfully conscious of the 
powerful tendency of the present anxieties 
and excitements to draw down your thoughts 
and affections from daily communion with 
God; to elevate earthly interests and duties in- 
to injurious rivalry with those of the soul and 
eternity; to carry your minds away on this 
powerful flood of feeling and active concern 
of our beloved country, till they become, in a 
great degree, separated from all earnest en- 
gagednc.-s in God's service. With some minds, 
under divine grace, the tendency of these 
troubles is to lead them nearer to God; while 
with others it is to take them awav from God, 
to make His Word less precious, His holy day- 
less sacredly kept, secret prayer less faithfully- 
observed, and less their refuge and consolation ; 
Christian example less decided and exalted. 

We desire affectionately to exhort you to in- 
creased watchfulness and prayer iu conse- 
quence of such danger. Let not love of coun- 
try make your love to God and your gracious 
Saviour tile less fervent. Immense as is this 
present earthly interest, it is only earthly. 
The infinitely greater interests of the soul and 
of the kingdom of God remain as paramount 
ns ever. We counsel, not that you feel less 
concern for the former, but that you seek God s 
grace so to sanctify all its anxieties that it 
may constantly lead you to Him for refuge, 
and rest and peace; making you only the qjore 
earnest to secure, ia exchange for this sinful 
and troublesome world, Hint inheritance which 
is incorruptible, that better country, where 
“sorrowing and sighing flee away.” 

Aud we also charge you, brethren, that you 
watch and pray, lest, during this unhappy 
strife, you should allow any bitterness of 
spirit to dwell in you toward those who, from 
whatever cause, have brought on us this war, 
with its great injuries aud calamities, or who 
are now waging it against us. To hate re- 
bellion, so uncaused, is duty; but to hate 
those engaged therein is the opposite of Chris- 
tian duty. Nothing can release us from the 
charge of our blessed Lord to love even our 
greatest enemies; do good to them that hate 
us, and pray for such as despitefully use us 
and persecute us. In this temper of mind let 
us be followers of Him who, when we were 
enemies, died for U3. 

We are pained to learn, from the reports of 
committees of our General Missionary Society, 
to what extent the means of pursuing their 
great work have suffered by reason of these 
limes. Wc are aware how much of the con- 
tributions of our people have gone to the re- 
lief and consolation of our brethren who, in 
exposing themselves to the dangers of battle 
in onr deicncc, have fallen under wounds or 
sickness. Wc rejoice in all that is done fur 
them; and it is a vast relief from the horrors 
of this war to see what a spirit of Self-denying 
and devoted benevolence has appeared all over 
the land, in men and women of all conditions, 
banding them together in labors of love, or 
scattering them abroad over the Held of suffer- 
ing, on errands of compassion and tender min- 
istration to our sick, wounded, dying soldiers. 

, God be praised for all this! It goes far to 
comfort us in the great tribulation. But the 
claims of the kingdom of God are not dimin- 
ished. The calls for the labors of men of God 
to preach the Gospel in destitute places are as 
loud as ever. 

And wc believe that while the ability of 
many to contribute of their substance to the 
missionary work has been greatly impaired 
and almost taken away by our national 
troubles, that of many others is not so dimin- 
ished or so drawn upon by objects peculiar to 
these cireum3tance3 that they may not enlarge 
their gifts to the work of missions, and great- 
ly supply w hat is lacking by the disability of 
others. We pray them, ana all our brethren, 
seriously to review their duty iu this respect. 
The missions in Africa and China arc afflicted 
at the prospect of being painfully reduced fur 
waut of means to sustain them as they are. I n 
the domestic field, the absence in missionary 
stations of the labors of the minister of the 
Word and sacrament is even a greater evil in 
such times than when no great national afflic- 
tion carries its sorrows and cloud3 into every 
village of the land. Let us seek God’s bless- 
ing upon our country's cause, by seeking to 
promote llis kingdom and righteousness in all 
our borders. 

But it is not merely for the support of our 
missionary woi k that wc are concerned at this 
time. The ability of many a faithful parish 
minister to continue his labor of love among 
a people beloved is greatly endangered at 
this time for lack of the most slender pecu- 
niary support; so that by the additional cause 
of ministers feeling it their duty to see to the 
spiritual wnuts of our soldieri and taking 
service as chaplains in tho army, we are in- 
creasing the number of vacant congregations 
to an alarming extent. We must, therefore, 
exhort our brethren to take heed and to do 
their utmost in their several parishes, that the 
blessing of a settled minister be not lost for 
lack of the needed pecuniary support. If such 
privation, iu ordinary circumstances, be of 
great, detriment much more is it so in days of 
affliction such as we have never known before. 
Never was it so important to all individual, 
domestic, and social interests, for the light of 
every household in a day of darkness, and the 
strengthening of every heart in a season of 
manifold burdens, that the lamp of the sanc- 
tuary should bo trimmed and burning; that 
the “precious comfort of the Scriptures,” 
through its appointed Messenger, should not 
be removed: that the soothing, purifying, 
governing, elevating influences of the public 
means ot grace under the hand ot God’s Min- 
ister, should be regularly enjoyed in the con- 
gregation. 

But if such cannot be tho privilege, then we 
exhort vacant congregations that instead of 
forsaking the assembling themselves together, 
as if, because they have no pastor, they could 
have no worship, one with another, they will 
take advantage of the great privilege of having 
our Book of Common I’rayer, whereby a 
church without a pastor may still have its pub- 
lic worship and the Word of God, in purity, 
in fitness, and in power. Meet together regu- 
larly, brethren; have the morning and evening

A dwarf elephant, twenty ycets old and 
only thirty inches high — a perfect Tom Thumb 
of the elephant tribe — has just been added to 
Wonibwcli’s (now Edmond's) managerie in 
England.

M. Jomftrd, one of the last surviiors of Na- 
poleon s Egyptian expedition, has just died 
suddenly in Paris, at use age of 85 years. lie 
was a member of tho French Institute, and 
Conservator of the Department of Maps and 
Plans at the Imperial Library. 

The Literary Convention recently concluded 
between France and Italy is comprehensive. 
Authors receive reciprocal advantages, aud the 
opyright in musical works extend to the com- 
positions known as arrangements, based upon 
airs extracted from the same works. 

The following statement of the relative pro- 
porlions of the war and merchant navies of 
Europe isgivenin a new work, entitled “Puis- 
sance Compares des Divers Plats de [Europe: 
“1,000 tous of the merchant navy are protect- 
ed. on the average, by 3.17 guns in Portugal; 
2.70 in Denmark', 2.15 ia Holland, 2.10 in Aus- 
tria, 2 in France, 1.40 in England, 1.25 in 
Spain, 0.00 in Prussia, and 0.58 in Greece." 

The latest dog story appears in the Courtier 
ilc Cham|uigne of France, ns follows: “In Jan- 
uary last Louis D , a travelling mounte- 

bank, while performing at Soissons, sold a 
watch-dog which he had kept for years. The 
purchaser went to Germany, aud the mounte- 
bank proceeded to the north of France. Eight 
months afterwards the latter was much sur- 
prised to find the dog, reduced nlrnost to a 
skeleton, lying tinder the cart to which ho 
used to be chained, it has since been ascer- 
tained that the dog had taken the earliest op- 
portunity of escaping from his purchaser, had 
returned to Soissons, and traced his old mas- 
ter through the north of France and part of 
Belgium, till he at last found him at Grchies.' 

The police of Vienna, considering that po 
litieal and immoral songs are sung by itiner- 
ant singers in the streets, has put all such per- 
sons under strict surveillance. In future no 
verses will he allowed to he sung unless they 
havc been previously submitted to the censor- 
ship. 

At a banquet recently given at Tronisoe, in 
Norway, a uish of fresh beef w.03 served which 
was found last summer in some tin cases 
buried at Spitsbergen. According to indis- 
putable indications tlicso eases were placed 
there by the Parry expedition in 1826. The 
meat was perfectly fresh, and had not con 
traded any bad odor. 

A lady writes from Hong Kong to a French 
paper that Chinese mothers came to the French 
asylum of the Sainte Enfance in that city to 
offer their children lor sale, and adds this ter- 
rible story: “1 have just visited this asylum, 
kept by the nuns of St. Paul, whose principal 
establishment i9 at Chartres. While I was 
there the bell rang, a nun went to open it, 
and returned an instant after with a female 
infant only a few days old. The price paid 
was two hundred sapeks, but the mother, a 
hideous creature, wanted more, or else to have 
the child's clothes returned, which were ac- 
cordingly given to her. The nuns told me 
that there were women who carried on quite 
a trade iu these poor babes. One had brought 
no less than forty to the asylum, and she con- 
fessed that, before she had the opportunity of 
selling them, she had thrown above six hun- 
dred into the sea. I must tell you that I stood 
godmother to the poor thing purchased in my 
presence. The great cause ot these horrors is 
that the Chinese can repudiate Iheir wives and 
marry again every year. The divorced wives, 
according to the Cliinese laws, have the right 
of life and death over their children, and if 
unable or unwilling to rear them they get rid 
of them in any way they choose. 

A French sportsman, in the neighborhood of 
the wood of Clairmarai3, recently hunting 
shot an unusually large raven, which had 
round one of its legs a small iron ring, on 
which were engraved the words, “Born at 
Courtrai, in 1772.” This fact goes to confirm \ 
the tradition that ravens live tor n century 
and upwards. 

An important discovery has just l>een made 
at Rome on property belonging to M. Randa- 
ni, situated outside the St. Sebastian Gate. It 
is an ancient Jewish cemetery, with painting", 
inscription, and sarcophagi.

Despatches of the gravest importance, and 
which may effect a change in the whole aspect 
of the war, were to-day submitted by the 
French legation to the Secretary of State. 

Gen. Halleek expresses the belief that a for- 
eign war, necessitating a levy en masse of our 
whole population, would not be an evil with- 
out large compensating heuclits. He expresses 
the belief that Hie North has not yet begun to 
develop its |>ossible resources. 

An informal meeting of the Cabinet was 
held to-day, and ail adjournment lmd to this 
evening, when it reassembled at 8 o’clock, 
Gen. Halleek being present on special invita- 
tion of the President. 

It is believed that a decision of more ulti- 
mate importance than any yet made iu the 
course of the war has been arrived at, and will 
be announced before the end of the week. The 
nir is pregnant with rumors of military and 
Cabinet changes. Military changes are posi- 
tive, and it is believed that certain Caoinet 
ministers regard these changes as a condemna- 
tion, giving them no alternative but to resign. 

It is not believed that any capital punish- 
ment will be visited upon the hostile Indians of 
the Northwest, the policy of the Government 
being adverse to suen treatment of the Indians 
who have given themselves up. 

It is the mission of Assistant Secretary Ush- 
er, now in Minnesota, to adjust these difficul- 
ties, avoiding as far as possible all collision 
with the State government. 

Governor Morton left for Harper’s Ferry at 
10 o clock this evening in a special train.

UPPERVILLE, Oct. 4 

Yesterday, Pleasanton’s successful pursuit 
of. Stuart was resumed at 10 A . M . The enemy 
was placed in a very dangerous position in 
the road leading from Union to Uppcrville, 
and after two hours’ hard fighting, Pleasanton 
joined by Averill, drove Stuart and his 3,000 
horsemen back till they broke aud ran.

This ap- 
plied to hose, packing, sheet-rubber, shoes nnd 
all the various manufactures of gum and 
caoutchouc. We yesterday saw a second cir- 
cular from the united manufacturers of these 
goods, screwing up the prices, after November 
1st, about fifteen per cent more. 

The trouble is twofold, but mainly the scar- 
city of silver. The cause affecting the price 
uf tea also affects the price of. India rubber and 
gutta pcrcha. The port of Para, Brazil, is the 
principal source of supply for the entire world. 
Yankeedom hotd9 all the patents granted for 
these manufactures. The raw material costs 
about a dollar a pound. Add the premium 
upon silver or gold, and it will be seen that 
the day when overshoes could be bought at 
seventy cents n pair has gone by. Railroad 
companies that purchase largely of rubber for 
“packing” and hose, will feel this increase. 
Of the amount annually used by a corporation 
like the Pennsylvania Railroad Company we 
have very little idea. Everybody will feel the 
increase in the price of rubber. It so enters 
into the necessaries of daily life that everyone 
wearing a suspender, a Congress gaiter or an 
overshoe, will find a heavier draught upon his 
pocket than before. We know of one house 
in this city who will uia'ke thirty thousand 
dollars by the increase in value of the stock of 
gum shoes they have carried over. The very 
circumstance that six mouths ago they expect- 
ed to bring about their ruin, is now daily add- 
ing plethora to their bank account.
